With indi ations pointing to u wide 
difference of opinion as to tile proper 
method of approaching the crop sur­ 
plus problem, 
the o- en ace

operatives launched its first of four 
days of .sessions amid a buzz of floor 
discussion, hotel 
lobby 
conferences 
and group and private gatherings. 
While the conference was proceed­ 
ing, the House Agricultural commit­ 
tee continued its hearing on the Hau­ 
gen bill, which Charles W. Holman, 
secretary of the National 
Milk Pro­ 
ducers* Federation and A. U. Chaney 
general manager of 
the American 
Cranberry 
Exchange, indorsing its 
provision for establishment of a di- 
, vision of cooperative marketing in the 
department of agriculture. 
Several members of the committee 
expressed the 
opinion 
that 
federal 
regulation of cooperative marketing 
was only a question of time, while 
others argued that there already was 
too much government control of bus­ 
iness, and that the tendency was for 
less interference of this kind. 
The cooperative idea also came in 
for a general discussion at a meeting 
between Secretary William M. Jar- 
dine and representatives of standard 
farm papers, who, in addition, took up 
with the secretary the subject of pub­ 
licity in the argricultural department. 
The convening of the cooperative 
conference held chief attention, par­ 
ticularly in view' of effects its discus­ 
sion might have in shaping farm re- 
tief legislation. 
A committee of five 
also was appointed to appear before 
the house of 
agriculture 
committee 
to present its views upon the Haugen 
bill. 
The keynote of the convention was 
sounded by, Robert W. Bingham, of 
Louisville, chairman of the National 
council, who described 
proposals of 
certain middle western farm groups 
for federal-controlled organizations to 
market exportable surpluses, advised 
against tariff readjustments to find a 
solution, and urged that cooperative 
.marketing must be given a lair and 
thoro trial on a large scale. 
How long this theme would stand 
the test of four days’ 
argument in 
plenary and group meetings out of 
which the conference hopes to evolve 
a question concerning which no one 
would venture an opinion, 
but clear 
intimation.'

Plant Is Available Where 
Legumes Are Grown. 


“In clover nod alfalfa New I ork 
farmers have a nitrogen factory on 
their own farms of greater practical 
value than any one could ever de\elop 
at Muscle Shoals,” 
says 
Prof. E. 
L. Worthed of the New York State 
College of Agriculture at Ithaca. 
He 
advocates the “farm fertiliser factory" 
to the limit of efficiency whether it be 
on a dairy, vegetable, or fruit farm. 
By the farm 
fertilizer 
factory, 
he 
means growing more clover and other 
legumes in the rotation, conserving 
and fully using farm manure, and pro­ 
ducing and returning to the soil or­ 
ganic matter as green manure, through 
catch-and-cover crops. 
“Where clover or alfalfa is pro­ 
duced and farm manure is well used. 
acid phosphate will suffice.“ he de­ 
clared. 
He further stated that the 
New York grain and hay producer 
must meet the nitrogen and potash 
needs from his own farm so that ho 
need purchase only meld phosphate aa 
a fertilizer, lf be is to compete suc­ 
cessfully with the western farmer. 
In intensive vegetable crop produc­ 
tion, Professor Wortlien says, a mixed 
fertilizer can be used to advantage. 
Under these conditions, high analysis 
mixtures such as the 5-10-15 and 4-12- 
4 should be purchased or home-mixed. 
When vegetables are grown under flold 
conditions manure and acid phosphate 
may to some extent replace complete 
fertilizer. 
“More nitrogen from the Inexhaust­ 
ible supply of the atmosphere through 
more and better clover, additional ni­ 
trogen and potash from the farm ma­ 
nure supply, and a larger proportion 
of the fertilizer investment in acid 
phosphate will," he says, “lower the 
cost of production of grain, silage, and 
hay on New York farms."

Fattening Turkeys for 
the Thanksgiving Trade 
Turkeys allowed to range without 
confinement are usually about aa far 
from home about the middle of the 
morning aa they will get. 
Wherever 
they may be, they seek out cover or 
places with shade where they remain 
until the cooler part of the afternoon, 
when they begin to range toward their 
roosts for the night. 
It is in taking 
advantage of this fact that they are 
confined until the latter part of the 
morning and their ranging area thus 
reduced. 
By adding corn to their ration and 
giving increasing amounts as the tur­ 
keys fatten, the turkey hens which are 


t o be put on the market may be pre­ 
pared 
for the Thanksgiving trade. 
Usually It ta more difficult to fatten 
the toms at th!* nine, as they have 
larger frames, and It requires more 
feed to cover them with flesh. Thus 
it Is usually found best to supply the 
Thanksgiving trade with turkey hens 
and to supply the Christmas trade 
which comes late in December with 
turkey toras which have had a longer 
fattening period. 


Right Time to Destroy 
Weeds Is on Sunny Day 
H ie best time to kill weeds is right 
now, and the worst time to let them 
go to seed Is also right now. That 
is within certain limits, of course, but 
any sunny day Is a good time to give 
Mr. George W. Weed a blow beneath 
the belt. 
And the more unscrupulous 
and villous the blow, the better. For 
weeds that go to seed are the ones 
that really count, say gardeners at the 
state college. 
Different weeds have 
from a couple of dozen to a couple of 
thousand seeds, with the majority run­ 
ning toward the latter classification, 
and the fly with a million offspring has 
nothing on the weed with a million 
seeds. It’s true that the seeds may not 
all grow’, but killing the weeds Is the 
best insurance 
If necessary’ the dead 
weeds may he burned to get rid of 
the seeds. At any rate, take no chances 
with weeds—they’re bad characters.

discussion, hotel 
lobby 
conferences 
and group and private gatherings. 
While the conference was proceed­ 
ing, the House Agricultural commit­ 
tee continued its hearing on the Hau­ 
gen hill, which Charles W. Holman, 
secretary of the National 
Milk Pro­ 
ducers’ Federation and A. U. Chaney 
general manager of 
the American 
Cranberry 
Ex change, 
indorsing 
its 
provision for establishment of a di- 
v vision of cooperative mark eting in the 
department of agriculture. 
Several members of the committee 
ex pressed the 
opinion 
that 
federal 
regulation of cooperative mark eting 
was only a question of time, while 
others argued that there already was 
too much government control of bus­ 
iness, and that the tendency was for 
less interference of this k ind. 
The cooperative idea also came in 
for a general discussion at a meeting 
between Secretary William M. Jar- 
dine and representatives of standard 
farm papers, wrho, in addition, took up 
with the secretary the subject of pub- 
r licity in the argricultural department. 
The convening of the cooperative 
conference held chief attention, par­ 
ticularly in viewr of effects its discus­ 
sion might have in shaping farm re­ 
lief legislation.

Chop Fine and Pack Tightly 
Is Plan Urged. 


There Is a lack of silo room In many 
places for the whole corn crop should 
it be frosted or 
immature. 
Because 
the ears are the most valuable part 
they should be sav ed in .any event. It 
is d ifficult to sav e the ears of a soft 
corn crop by storage in cribs. In 19 17 
the Iowa experimen t station d emon ­ 
strated that soft ears in the late roast­ 
in g 
stage 
could 
he 
husked , 
run 
through a silage cutter, an d tightly 
packed In to silos with v ery good re­ 
sults. 
The silage resultin g after 12 
d ays of fermen tation was of surpris­ 
in gly good quality an d held its flav or 
so well that at the en d of two mon ths 
it was i*n excellen t feed in g con d ition . 
Silage can be mad e in ten 
twelv e 
d ays an d will probably be read y to 
feed two weeks after tillin g. 
“It is n ot n ecessary to 
husk the 
corn in ord er to make soft-ear siln ge,” 
says An d rew Boss of Un iv ersity Farm, 
St. Paul, Min n . 
“Sn apped corn can 
t o han d led just a s satisfactorily «•* 
tin * husked corn an d the husks giv e 
the ad v an tage of greater bulk an d ad 
d ition al feed . 
“The Iowa station urges choppin g 
the corn fin ely in makin g ear-corn si­ 
lage an d packin g it tightly in the silo 
by trampin g, especially near the waits. 
Silage made* from ears that are par­ 
tially matured may require the addi­ 
tion of water to Insure proper packing 
an d prevent overheating and molding 
In the silage-making process. 
Silage 
mad e from ear corn should be covered 
with a lay er of finely cut corn fodder 
or stov er. If such a cover Is not pro­ 
vided there will be too much waste 
of valuable corn. 
It Is not advisable 
to make silage of mature or nearly 
mature corn. 
Ttm cobs prevent pack­ 
ing and they do not contain sufficient

4 shou ld be pu rchased or horae-mlx ed. 
When v egetables are grown u nder flald 
conditions manu re and acid phosphate 
may to some ex tent replace complete 
fertilizer. 
“More nitrogen from the inex hau st­ 
ible su pply of the atmosphere throu gh 
more and better clov er, additional ni­ 
trogen and potash from the farm ma­ 
nu re su pply , and a larger proportion

Tu rkey s allowed to range withou t 
confinement are u su ally abou t as far 
from home abou t the middle of the 
morning as they will get. 
Wherev er ( 
they may he, they seek ou t cov er or j 
places with shade where they remain J 
u ntil the cooler part of the afternoon, 
when they begin to range toward their 
roosts for the night. 
It is in taking 
adv antage of this fact that they sre 
confined u ntil the latter part of the 
morning and their ranging area thu s 
redu ced. 
By adding corn to their ration and 
giv ing Increasing amou nts as the tu r­ 
key s fatten, the tu rkey hens which are 
to be pu t on the market may be pre­ 
pared 
for the Thanksgiv ing trade. 
Usu ally It 1» more difficu lt to fatten 
the tom* at this time, aa they hav e 
larger frame*, and it requ ires more 
feed to cov er them with flesh. Thu s 
it is u au aily fou nd best to su pply the 
Thanksgiv ing trade with tu rkey hens 
and to su pply the Christmas trade 
which comes late in 
December with 
tu rkey toms which hav e had a longer 
fattening period.

romantic interest. 
Tradition p laces on this little Tunisian 
island, almost midway between Gibral­ 
tar and Suez, the home of the lotus- 
eaters, of when» Homer tells in one 
of Ids sea tales.

natives, 
mostly 
Berbers of tin* Kharijite sect, would 
p robably 
tell 
y ou 
they have 
never 
heard of the fabled sweet forg etful­ 
ness that was said to come to the 
Lotop hag i, as the eaters of the lotus

rates Jerba from the mainland, tire 
p roductive. 
Every morning the queer- 
looking craft of the Arab sp ong e fish­

stretches of shallow w ater that extend 
in 
all 
directions 
from 
the 
island. 
Larg e steam ers must be met by native 
sailing craft and rowboats, as it is 
imp ossible for most of them to ap 
p roaeh within two or three miles of 
the shore. 
“Jerba has been made, throug h the 
efforts of its inhabitants, one of the 
most 
fertile 
and 
p rosp erous 
sp ots 
along a g reat stretch of sun-baked 
M editerranean coastline. 
More thuu n 
million date p alms wave their fring es 
over the white-roofed towns ami v* 
lag es' of this is’an i oaMs. which is 
ap p roximately twice as larg e as Malta, 
its British neig hbor 250 miles to the 
northeast. 
In addition therp a nt ex­ 
tensive g roves of olive, orang e, lemon 
and p ench trees, 
“To the strang er coming from the 
bleak and p arched Tunisian mainland 
this fertility seems a miracle. 
There 
are no rivers on Jerba, no stream s 
worthy of the name even, and rainfall 
is as scant and infrequent as on the 
I mainland. 
The answer to the riddle 
is 
underg round 
water, 
obtained 
throug h artesian wells. 
“Ilumt-Suk, the cap ital and p rinci­ 
p al city , lies on the sandy north coast 
about half a mile from the sea and 
five 
miles 
from 
the 
anchorag e 
of 
steamers. 
Its countless little building s i 
of one or two stories all have domes 
1 and from the roof top s the city looks 
like an array of inverted saucers, with 
i the g raceful minarets of the mosques 
breaking the sky line like slender lig ht­ 
houses.

The Gheriba or sy nag og ue, is 
built on the sp ot where, according to 
tradition, one of the tables of the law 
of Moses was found.

vered also by Catholics and Moslems. I 
Not far away , at Gallala, is an unex­ 
p loited Eden fi» r p hotog rap hers.

is the center of p ottery manufuctur- i 
ing , where all day long the statuesque 
native women, Twentieth-centur> Re­ 
beccas, carry g raceful white water* 
jug s to the stone-rim rued wells. 
“Of tiie lotus, or juju bier, as the 
French call it, there are few rem­ 
nants. 
T here has been much disag ree- I 
nient as to the identification of the 
Homeric lotus. 
Lotus is a p op ular 
name ap p lied to several p lants, and 
I whether the one that the Greek p oet ■ 
had in mind was u tree, a bush, a ‘ 
flower, or the seed of any of them, lias 
I not been determined. 
“One visitor was taken by a native 
g uide far inland to see what the g uide 
said was the only living sp ecimen of 
the lotus on the island. 
It was a bush 
or vine, trained up the wall of an 
Arab house, shoulder-hig h, and g rew 
; in stout, hardy stocks. 
It was almost 
leafless and bore no blossoms. 
“Some of the natives contend, how­ 
ever, that the lotus has nothing to do 
with the strang er’s forg etfulness of 
home. 
They p oint to the soft g low 
of the sunset 
on 
the 
white-domed 
houses and minarets, the rip p ling blue- 
g reen M editerranean and the waving 
p alm trees along the sandy shore— 
and then ’ask if any such loadstone is 
necessary .“
